Iris emesae Dinsm. (1938): Similar to L atropurpurea, hvX 
easily disguished by its short, vs^hite stolons and its very narrow 
white beard. South of Horns (Emesa), Syria. 200 mils. 

Iris gileadensis Dinsm. Classed before as a variety of atro- 
purpurea but distinct, resembles Haynei. Banks of the Jabbok. 
150 mils. 

Iris nazarena var, galilaeae Dinsm. (nov. var.) Like naza- 
rena but stolons very long and slender. North Galilee. 100 mils. 

Iris urmiensis Hoog (or sp. nov.) Of one colour, yellow, 
without signal. A very striking plant. Trans -Jordan, 200 mils. 

Flowers smaller than Hyemalis, 
20 mils.
